THE ISSUES OF THE DAY. 

it is no time now for Conservatives to 
remember old controversies and nurse old 
grudges. Nothing can be more prepos- 
terous than to endeavor to effect an or- 
ganization of old-line Whigs aad Doug- 
las Democrats alone. Only a single issue, 
now utterly obsolete, divided the Demo- 
oeratic party in 1860, that of Cougres- 
sioifal protection of slave property in the 
Territories. Let any Conservative read 
the Whig and Democratic platforms. of 
1848, 1852 and 1856, and spsewer us, 
whether he wolild not now be willing to 
aecept either, if either could now win the 
allegiance of the people of the United 
States’ Would not the CONSTITUTION 
be good enough for him, as it was then 
construed by either one party or the 
other? Ought we not, all of us who 
think the Constitution and meaning of 
the Constitution worth differing about, 
to postpone that discussion, aud unite to 
rescue the instrument itself from its as» 
sassins, to the end that we may Aare a 
Constitution, afterwards to differ about ? 
There are but two parties now,—those 
who adhere to the Constitution, and 
those who repudiate it. Negro Suffrage 
ic too beastly a measure, and too plainly 
resorted to by radicalism as a means of 
maintaining itself in power, for any Con- 
servative to look Upon it with any other 
feeling than detestation. Cooferring the 
right to vote on the negro is the unpar- 
donable sin. aud its punishment ought 
to last age- leyond this life. An ex- 
change says: 

Bear in mind the great issues that are 
atstake. Remember that it is free gov- 
ernment for which we are fighting. On 
one side are the serried ranks of the 
army of despotism, with its black allies. 
On the other the cohorts of freedom and 
censtifutional government, with their 
principles inscribed on their banuers so 
that those who rum may read. 

Those issues are, in part: 

Conatitutional Republicanism,in which 
the voices of the States as well as of the 
Republic are heard and heeded, against 
the despotism. of numbers, brutality, 
ignerance and proletarianism. 

The equilibrium of powers of the three 
departments of the Government, against 
the concentration of all powers in the 
hand of the legislature. 

The civil law against military and 
martial law; the ermine in its inde- 
pendence against the jack-boots and 
shouldet-stranps, usurping judicial fune- 
tions. 

Equal and. fair taxation, on sound 
principles of economy, against arbitrary 
and unconstitutional impositions upon 
the productions of part of the States, 
stamp-acts, and direct taxes imposed in 
a manner forbidden by the Constitu-

Constitutiona vorty is something radi- 
ca.ly different from universal liberty, its 
champions themselves being judges. It 
is pot Uhatsort of liberty which Gov, 
English advanced when, amid the des- 
pairing shrieks and howls of the de- 
votecs of “constitutional liberty,’’ he 
voted toabolish and prohibit slavery 
throughout this broad republic. No, it is 
something very different from that, as 
thetwo accidental governors—one chosen 
such by a lavish expenditufe of his own 
and other millionaires money, and the 
other slipping in through a deplorable 
feud which distracted the union party 
and kept twenty thousand of its voters 
from the polls—very well know. 

The 7ri/une truly describes what con- 
stitutional liberty ts not, but fails to tell 
what it is; for the simple reason, proba- 
bly, that Mr. Greely, with all his intelli- 
gence, does not understend it. Itis very 
true thatitis somewhat different from 
Greely’s quotations from the Delara- 
tion of Indepencence, else te people 
wight have saved themselves the labor 
and time of framing and adopting a con- 
stitution, ifthe Declaration had answered 
their purposes. Constitutional liberty is 
somewhat moe restricted than either 
that or universal liberty which sprung 
from revolutionary euthusiasm, instead 
of the calm teachings of experience. 
Mr. Charles Sumuer, who longs to have 
a negro occupy an adjoining seat to him 
in the senate, seems also to look for his 
definition of liberty “ outside of the con- 
stitution.’’ In his letter to the Border 
State Convention, which recently as- 
sembled in Baltimore and recommended 
the impeachment and deposition of the 
President, he says: 

(ongress Will leave undone wheat it 
ought to do, if it fails to provide 
promptly for the establisiment of equal 
rights, whether political or civil, every- 
where throughout the Union. This’ is a 
solemn duty which cannot be shirked or 
postponed. 

The idea is intole:able that any state, 
under any pretension of state rights, can 
set up a political oligarchy within its 
borders, and then call iteelf a republican 
government, I insist, with all my soul, 
that such a government must be rejected 
as ineonsistent with the requirements of 
the declaration of Independence. 

It weems therefore that the supreme 
law of the Union is™o be the Declara- 
tion of Independence instead of the 
Any act “inconsistent 
with its Jrequirements "’ is to be hence- 
forth tabooed by SUMNER and GREELEY, 
provided it is not interpreted in a man- 
ner contrary to the humanitarian ideas 
of those worthy Radical. While it 
does not require any argunrent to show 
that Constitutional liberty means lib- 
erty, as restricted by the Constitution, 
and not by the Declaration of Ind. - 
pendence; yet we wish to suggest tha; 
there are certain points in the latter in- 
strument which ought to make every 
hypocritical Radical, like 
blush ecritmoson, even through his thick 
skin. There are certain enumerations, 
of those acts of the King of Great Brit- 
ain which ‘“‘may define a tyrant,’’ to 
which we wish to call the special atten- 
tion of) both and SUMNER: 
and the adeption of which by the 
Radical Congress we wish to inquire, if 
they characterize as constitutional lib- 
erty. For example, the Deglaration 
BAYS: 

“He has brected a multitude of new 
offices and -ent hither swarms of officers, 
to harrass our people and eat out our 
substance. 

‘hie has kept among us, in times of 
peace, standing armies, witbout the con- 
sent of our legislatures, 

‘* He has affected to render the mili- 
tary independeut of and superior to the 
civil power. 

“He has combined with others to suh- 
ject us to a jurisdiction foreign to our 
constitution, and unacknowledged by our 


laws: giving his assent to their acts of 


pretended legislation ; 

‘For quartering large bodies of armed 
among us; 

‘For protecting them, by a mock 
trial, from punishment four any murders 
they should commit upon thé inhabi- 
tants of these states, 

‘* For imporing taxes upon us without 
our consent, 

‘‘For depriving us, in many cases, of 
the benefits of trial by jury.’ 

If the Declaration of Independence is 
to be the test of ‘constitutional linerty,’’ 
then the Radice! Congress are its aasas- 
sins and murderers; for they have fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of GrORGE the 
Third, in the manner pointed out, by the 
foregoipg enum: rations, and have ren- 
dered themselves s uenable to the same 
terrible protest and devunciation which 
the fathers of American Independence.

AGRICULTURE. 
A correspondent of the Metropolitan 
Record (hus sketches the present status 


of Southern agricuiture. Itis precisely 


the account that comes to us from all 
quarters: 

Well, sir, you have roconeeption what 
a deal of trouble, and of the most varie- 
gated kind, besets+a man who agricul- 
tures, and what a lot of cultures are con- 
nected with the agriculture. There is 
the plow-culfure, and the hoe-culture, 
and the sow-culture, and the mow-cul- 
ture, and if you have any freedmen hired 
you may count in the slow-culture and 
the no-culture. But that aint half of 
them. There is the horse, mule, cow, 
hog, turkey, chicken, goose and duck 
culture, and the culture of splitting wood, 
make fires, bring water, go to mill, and 
oh! there is no end of them, T am sat- 
isfied your constitution would never bear 
upupderit, To all of thi, you would 
perhaps say, ‘Could not hire n.e some 
freedmen to do all thiy eulturing for 
me.’ True, you could hire them, and 
feed them and pay them, but could 
you make them work’ Ah, that’s the 
rub! There is where the science of 
agriculture comes iu. If I had any idea 
that you could do that, I should not 
counsel you against agriculture. No, 
sir, nor anybody else. Now if some 
shrewd yankee would only invent some 
sort of trick to make them work—they 
ean do everything and know everything. 
Don’t you think they could, if they 
would try, get up some such thing’? | 
am sure we would patronize hugely if 
they would send it to us. 

‘Lhe mental strain required to discharge 
the political and social duties of the ne- 
groes, has distressingly impaired their 
formerly so hardy physical constitution, 
They used to work in the fields, under 
the hottest July sun, stripped to the waist 
and without a bat, without feeling un- 
comfortable. How different now! It 
takes three to make half a hand, one to 
work, one to hold an umbrella over him 
and one to fan him. Last Sunday a 
freedman came to one of my neighbors 
with an umbrella in one hand and a fan 
in the other, wanting to hire to pull fod- 
der. My neighbor wanted to know if be 
had anybody .o helphim. He said he 
did vot. He then asked him how he 
would manage about holding the um- 
brellaand fanning. He answered that 
he did not use them exeept ou Sunday, 
because it was ie fashion. 

Freedom, to Lie negro,’ another cor. 
respondent says, © means license to idle, 
to steal, to strut, to lounge, to rot and in- 
fect the air with their stench; freedom 
is the right todo as they please, faw or 
no law, irrespective of anether’s claims, 
comforts or rights, ”’ 

Tihatis exactly what it means every- 
where. Nobody can shut their eyes to it 
in Memphis. It is rapidly becoming so 
on the plantations. Where it is not yet 
so, it is because the necessary influences 
have not been brought to bear on them. 
Freedmen’s Bureau, registration, and 
harangues, though neverso well intended, 
made to them, soon spoil them all. 

So much the better. The sooner other 
labour is substituted, the better. The 
sooner they are without employment, 
and go north to quarter on their friends, 
the better. One -coolie is worth two of 
them: and there are plenty of them to be 
had. A million and more have starved 
in India, this year. China sears with 
labourers. There is an abundant, an 
over-supply of labour inthe world, while 
here it is in demand. The coolie- will 
work for half the wages paid the ne- 
gre, and live on half the food one 
of that glattonous race consumes. And 
they ean be broughl here and put upon 
plantations, without any outlay of money 
on the part of the planter, We are not 
about this. We know, There 
can be thirty thousand in Mississippi and 
Arkansas, in four months. They wi// be 
there,—perhap- a hundred thousand,—in 
less than (wo years. Then the negro will 
have to work for low wages, tov, or leave 
the country or starve. Nobody wants 
hands that work when they please and 
quit when they please. That is the fate 


| which his friends have prepared for him. 


Coolies will cultivate all the large plan- 
tations; Germans will settle thickly on 
smalifarms:; end white labourers and 
domestics will compete with and crowd 
out the negroesin the cities. PEmanvci- 
pated, he is a nuisance ; voting, a curse, 
a pest, a leprosy on the body of the Slate.
